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mark, and commercial rights generally which are derived from the 
municipal law of the country of residence or from treaties. 

The second objection is to the view point of the author that 
the right of a state to protect its citizens abroad is a limitation 
upon the sovereignty of a state (pp. 25, 346). This view seems 
founded upon the assumption that if a state cannot do as it pleases 
within its own territory, then its sovereignty is limited. Upon 
this theory the sovereignty of a state is limited by every treaty which 
it negotiates. Though the author maintains the right of other states 
to intervene when a state pursues a course of conduct toward its 
own citizens which is condemned by the rest of the world, yet 
it is doubtful if such an intervention, assuming it to be lawful, 
would be regarded by him as a limitation upon the territorial sov- 
ereignty of the state in question. 

The correct view, it is submitted, is that the territorial sov- 
ereignty of states is unimpaired by the right of other states to 
protect their citizens abroad, but for certain acts committed against 
aliens within its borders, the state may, by the rules of internat- 
ional law, be held responsible. Evidence of the correctness of 
this view may be found in the author's position that the citizen 
abroad has no right to protection, at least no right derived from 
international law, and that it is wholly within the province of a 
state to afford protection or not as it may deem expedient (p. 29).
